Sue's husband, Dean, has 
worked for Mine Plant Facilities 
for as long as Sue has worked here, 
and he too will be retiring at the 
end of this spring semester. "Sue 
is a great gardener," says 
Cheuvront, "often bringing in 
beautiful flowers.

Despite all the fun and enter- 
tainment of E-Days, there was 
still trouble in paradise. At the 
Stroke Nine Concert in the field 
house last Thursday, one gradu- 
ating senior wanted to have a 
good time. He was in the middle 
of the small crowd in front of 
the stage when another student 
asked him to put his shirt back 
on. as he was sweating all over 
the crowd. The senior re- 
sponded by punching the other 
student and the security guard that 
came to investigate the distur- 
bance.

He was 
examined at the scene by para- 
medics, given a clean bill of 
health, and was then taken to jail. 

He spent the night in jail and 
was charged with disorderly con- 
duct and resisting arrest. He later 
apologized for his actions.

The credentials speak vol- 
umes about a young man who 
distinguished himself in the class- 
room and in extra-curricular ac- 
tivities, and went on to a success- 
ful career in oil exploration and 
consulting. Also speaking vol- 
umes about Rowlinson is his re- 
cent $1.5 million endowment to 
N lines dedicated to recruiting and 
retaining tops-in-their field fac- 
ulty and providing scholarship 
support for non-resident or in- 
ternational undergraduate stu- 
dent? 

Rowlinson, who now lives in 
Houston, was an out-of-state stu- 
dent on a full scholarship, which 
he maintained through his four 
years at Mines. 
He also took 
full advantage 
of everything 
Mines had to 
offer. Of him, 
Dean of Stu- 
dents William V. 
Burger wrote: 

"I regard Mr. 
Rowlinson as a 
young man of 
excellent charac- 
ter, and possessing traits of re- 
sourcefulness, dependability, 
imagination and initiative. Mr. 
Rowlinson has commanded the 
respect of the faculty and is well 
liked by his fellow students." 

Rowlinson's traits carried him 
to Central and South America 
where he worked as a field and 
wellsite geologist for a petroleum 
engineering and geologic con- 
sulting firm, then to Bogota, Co- 
lombia where he served as op- 
erations manager for United 
Fruit Company's petroleum pro- 
gram which was terminated, 
along with Rowlinson, in 1961. 




Undaunted, Rowlinson 
stayed in Bogota and spent the 
next 36 years running his own 
management-consulting firm for 
independent U.S. oil companies. 
The first 16 years comprised 
what Rowlinson called a "bull- 
dog-like struggle" to establish 
recognition within the industry. 
As a hobby, Rowlinson wildcat- 
ted. He generated his own wild- 
cat prospects under the company 
name Petrolinson S.A. In 35 
years, he drilled 14 consecutive 
dry holes. 

"Unlike my prosperous con- 
sulting business, it became obvi- 
ous that as an oil finder I was a 
complete abject, dismal, utter 
failure," said Rowlinson. "Mer- 
cifully, my 15 th wildcat four years 
ago tested 3,400 barrels of oil 
per day, and my incipient inferi- 
ority complex disappeared 
shortly thereafter." 

That 1 5 th wildcat opened the 
Guaduas oilfield, which 
Rowlinson sold - along with 
Petrolinson — to Seven Seas Pe- 
troleum Inc. in March 1997. 

Rowlinso n returned to the 
US. in 1*997 but continues to 
operate his administrative man- 
agement consulting business' in 
Bogota, Colombia "by mo- 
dem" from his 
Houston office. 
Rowlinson, 
who grew up "in 
the backwoods 
of northern Wis- 
consin," is a past 
president of the 
Colombian af- 
filiate society of 
the American 
Association of 
Petroleum Ge- 
ts. He holds a master's de- 
gree in geology from the Uni- 
versity of Colorado, Boulder. 

Regarding the endowment, 
Mines President Theodore A. 
Bickart said, "This gift touches 
the School in a very special way. 
We pride ourselves on our stu- 
dents, our faculty and our pro- 
grams, and the Rowlinson En- 
dowment Fund will impact all 
three areas. We are very thank- 
ful for Mr. Rowlinson's gift, 
which increases the School's en- 
dowment to $130 million."

Preventing Pet 
Euthanasia

Each year, 13 to 15 million 
unwanted dogs and cats are 
euthanized at shelters throughout 
the United States because there 
are homes available for only 
about one out of ever)' 10 born. 
How can we stop this unhappy 
situation? The best way is to spay 
or neuter our pets so they can't 
reproduce. 

Male, as well as female pets 
should be fixed. A roaming male 
cat, for example, can father thou- 
sands of offspring in his lifetime. 
Males are more likely to roam 
if they are not neutered and are 
likely to fight with other males, 
which can result in abscesses 
from scratches. They can also 
develop a bad habit of marking 
territory by spraying. 

Neutering torn cats reduces 
roaming behavior, aggression 
and the frequency of urine- 
marking behavior. According to 



animal behaviorist Dr. Suzanne 
Hetts of Littleton, neutering and 
spaying does not alter play be- 
havior, fear-related aggression 
or friendliness. 

It is true that animals, espe- 
cially male cats, tend to put on 
fat and become more inactive 
after neutering. But die health 
benefits far outweigh the detri- 
ments and weight can be con- 
trolled by diet. 

Neutering a pet does not have 
to be costly. Lani Ivian, commu- 
nications manager for the Dumb 
Friends League in Denver says, 
"Many vets offer reduced rates 
for spaying and neutering Check 
in the yellow pages of the phone 
book." Or call the Denver Area 
Veterinary Medicine Society at 
(303)-759-1251 for referrals. 
"Animals are less likely to have 
problems in their senior years if 
they are spayed or neutered."

Memorial Death March 



The Bataan Memorial Death 
March honors a special group 
of World War II heroes. These 
brave soldiers were respon- 
sible for the defense of the is- 
lands of Luzon, Corregidor 
and the harbor defense forts 
of the Philippines. They 
fought in a malaria-infested 
region, surviving on half or 
quarter rations with little or no 
medical help. They also fought 
with outdated equipment and 
virtually no air power. 

On April 9, 1942, tens of 
thousands of American and 
Filipino soldiers surrendered 
to Japanese forces. They were 
marched over 65 miles in the 
scorching heat through the 
Philippine |ungles. During the 
march, those that fell out of 
the march were either shot or

bayoneted to death. Those 
who survived the march faced 
the hardships of a prisoner of 
war camp. Others were killed 
when unmarked enemy ships 
transporting POW's to Japan 
were sunk by U.S. air and na- 
val forces. 

The memorial march began 
in 1989 to commemorate 
those soldiers lost to so many 
families in New Mexico. The 
event has grown from 100 to 
over 3,000 people participat- 
ing this year. Civilians, military, 
ROTC, and JROTC personal 
all partake in the 26.2 mile 
march. The different catego- 
ries to enter are, Light team, 
military light, and military 
heavy. The military light team 
carries with them at least a pis- 
tol belt and one canteen. The 



military heavy team carries a 
thirty-five pound pack 
through the desert. This year's 
event took place on April 16, 
2000. 

From the Colorado School 
of Mines, the Army ROTC's 
ranger challenge team mem- 
bers, Matt Cannon, Jessica 
Barlow, Jennifer Hazard, Will 
Maercklien, Patrick McGaugh, 
and Corey Warren, lead by 
Zach Humbles, went to com- 
pete in the Military Light cat- 
egory. The team finished the 
march in 7 hours and 40 min- 
utes, an outstanding accom- 
plishment for the first time at 
the event. Although these ca- 
dets are sore and tired from 
the competition, they look for- 
ward to competing next year 
as military heavy.

ulty and providing scholarship 
support for non-resident or in- 
ternational undergraduate stu- 
dents. 

Rowlinson, who now lives in 
Houston, was an out-of-state 
student on a full scholarship, 
which he maintained through his 
four years at Mines. He also took 
full advantage of everything 
Mines had to offer. Of him, 
Dean of Students William V. 
Burger wrote: 

"I regard Mr. Rowlinson as a 
young man of excellent charac- 
ter, and possessing traits of re- 
sourcefulness, dependability, 
imagination and initiative. Mr. 
Rowlinson has commanded the 
respect of the faculty and is well 
liked by his fellow students." 

Rowlinson's traits carried him 
to Central and South America 
where he worked as a field and 
wellsite geologist for a petroleum 
engineering and geologic con- 
sulting firm, then to Bogota, 
Colombia where he served as 
operations manager for United 
Fruit Company's petroleum pro- 



gram which was terminated, 
along with Rowlinson, in 1961. 

Undaunted, Rowlinson 
stayed in Bogota and spent the 
next 36 years running his own 
management-consulting firm for 
independent U.S. oil companies. 
The first 16 years comprised 
what Rowlinson called a "bull- 
dog-like struggle" to establish 
recognition within the industry. 
As a hobby, Rowlinson wildcat- 
ted. He generated his own wild- 
cat prospects under the company 
name Petrolinson S.A. 

In 35 years, he drilled 14 con- 
secutive dry holes. "Unlike my 
prosperous consulting business, 
it became obvious that as an 
oilfinder I was a complete ab- 
ject, dismal, utter failure," said 
Rowlinson. "Mercifully, my 15 th 
wildcat four years ago tested 
3,400 barrels of oil per day, and 
my incipient inferiority complex 
disappeared shordy thereafter." 
That 15 th wildcat opened the 
Guaduas oilfield, which 
Rowlinson sold - along with 
Petrolinson - to Seven Seas Pe- 



troleum Inc. in March 1997. 
Rowlinson returned to the U.S. 
in 1997 but continues to oper- 
ate his administrative manage- 
ment consulting business in 
Bogota, Colombia "by mo- 
dem" from his Houston office. 

Rowlinson, who grew up "in 
the backwoods of northern 
Wisconsin," is a past president of 
the Colombian affiliate society of 
the American Association of 
Petroleum Geologists. He holds 
a master's degree in geology 
from the University of Colo- 
rado, Boulder. 

Regarding the endowment, 
Mines President Theodore A. 
Bickart said, "This gift touches 
the School in a very special way. 
We pride ourselves on our stu- 
dents, our faculty and our pro- 
grams, and the Rowlinson En- 
dowment. Fund will impact all 
three areas. We are very diank- 
ful for Mr. Rowlinson's gift, 
which increases the School's en- 
dowment to $130 million."

American Psycho and High Fidelity a Twisted Pair 



Well, after a slight hiatus from 
movie reviews, I am back to 
provide one final critique for the 
semester. This might also be my 
last for the Oredigger ever, as I 
am finally, after 5 years, gradu- 
ating from this fine institution of 
higher learning and lower social- 
izing. However, I am not going 
far away for a few years, so I 
might be persuaded to send in 
movie reviews, if bribed prop- 
erly, perhaps with chocolate, or 
a salary (hint, hint) . Anyway, I felt 
I owed it to my loyal readers, if 
I ever had any, to compensate 
for the recent movie review 
void, and finish the semester with 
a bang, by providing another 
double review. 

The two movies I opted to 
attend this week were an unusual 
pairing, but not wholly devoid 
of connection. First, Christian 
Bale plays Wall Street hot shot 
Patrick Bateman, who is living 
an upper-crust materialist 
lifestyle amidst the sex, drugs, 
and rock-and-roll muck that 
was the 1980's in the darkly 
comic and twisted American 
Psycho. When Bateman's over- 



manicured, over-greedy, over- 
extravangant shell of a life starts 
to unravel, revealing an empty 
carcass of a man, lacking neither 
a soul nor a personality of any 
kind, Bateman cracks and begins 
expressing his frustration in a 
most illogical fashion: murder. As 
Bateman says at one point in his 
narration, "I think my mask of 
sanity is about to slip." That slip 
quickly evolves into a mass-mur- 
dering spree executed in grand 
fashion in a number of grue- 
some methods. This psychologi- 
cal exploration is based off the 
1980's best seller "American 
Psycho" by Bret Easton Ellis. 
Bale portrays Bateman with a 
mega-superficiality and psychotic 
intensity that rivets the audience 
to the screen, while the support- 
ing cast, which includes Willem 
Dafoe, Chloe Sevigny, Samantha 
Mathis, and Reese Witherspoon, 
add intricately sculpted charac- 
ters which amplify, or subdue 
where appropriate, Bateman's 
madness. 

The other film, High Fidelity, 
stars John Cusack as Rob Gor- 
don, a record store owner in

Chicago going through a per- 
sonal crisis in the 1990's. Gor- 
don has had some problems 
with women in his life, to put 
things mildly, and the end of his 
most recent relationship with a 
girl named Laura causes him to 
evaluate his history with the op- 
posite sex in an attempt to re- 
solve his emotional issues and 
win back the woman he loves. 
Throughout much of the film, 
Cusack speaks directly to the 
camera, as his character explains 
his life to the audience. Gordon 
has a tendency to organize his life 
according to top five lists, which 
might be a little over used, but is 
nonetheless entertaining. Cusack, 
who also wrote the screenplay 
and coproduced the film, is sup- 
ported by a handful of hilarious 
character-role performances 



from his sister Joan Cusack, Tim 
Robbins, Catherine Zeta-Jones, 
Jack Black {Enemy of the State, 
Mars Attacks?), and Todd Luiso 
(The Rock, Jerry McGuire). 

While these to films may 
sound vastly different, which 
they are, they also have a few key 
similarities which made viewing 
them consecutively an added 
treat. Both films deal with a 
mid-twenties male exploring his 
psyche from the depths of men- 
tal and emotional desparation. 
Where Patrick Bateman is at the 
top of the societal rung, Rob 
Gordon is near the bottom. 
Bateman's problems, while 
much more insignificant seem- 
ing than Gordon's, push him far 
beyond the boundaries of real- 
ity, whereas Gordon only shrugs 
away accepted societal respon- 




sibility and emotional commit- 
ment Both men have issues with 
women, and both utilize music 
in abnormal ways in their lives. 
Bateman and Gordon both lead 
lives that defy reason at times, 
but both are also so ingrained in 
the status quo trap that it pushes 
them to feats of cruelty and an- 
ger, each in their own scope. 

However, the biggest similar- 
ity, in the end, is that I enjoyed 
both films, and would recom- 
mend both, but not for the same 
mood. American Psycho is harsh, 
gruesome, disturbing, not to 
mention thoroughly confusing, 
and might be best viewed after 
a difficult final, but only if it is 
your last one. High Fidelity, on the 
other hand, is absolutely hilari- 
ous and reaffirming, and would 
be suited for anytime before, 
during, or after finals week.
